Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  sixth  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  of  the  Borough  of  Goole  and  the  work  of 
the  Public  Health  Department  during  1952.  The  first  Annual 
Report  for  the  township  was  published  for  the  year  1875,  which 
makes  this  one  the  78th  in  the  series. 

VITAL  STATISTICS: 

856  live  births  were  registered,  showing  an  increase  of  47 
over  the  previous  year.  This  gives  a Birth  Rate  of  18.4  per  1,000 
population  and,  by  the  application  of  the  Comparability  Factor, 
an  Adjusted  Birth  Rate  of  19.1.  The  Birth  Rate  for  England  and 
Wales  was  15.3. 

There  were  7 stillbirths  notified  and  14  of  all  births  were 
illegitimate. 

227  deaths  occurred,  43  less  than  in  1951,  giving  a Crude 
Death  Rate  of  11.7  per  1,000  population  and  an  Adjusted  Death 
Rate  of  12.1.  The  national  rate  was  11.3. 

85  deaths  (37.6%)  occurred  at  the  age  of  75  years  and 
over  and  of  these  23  were  85  years  of  age  plus. 

13  deaths  occurred  under  the  age  of  one  year  giving  an 
Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  36.5  per  1,000  live  births. 

The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  27.6 
There  was  no  death  from  maternal  causes  for  the  sixth 
consecutive  year. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES: 

The  total  number  of  infectious  diseases  notified  during  the 
year  was  116.  This  figure  is  comparatively  low  and  contained  no 
outbreak  of  any  significance.  There  was  one  death,  however,  due 
to  whooping  cough. 

There  has  been  no  diphtheria  in  Goole  since  1944  and 
possibly  this  accounts  for  the  slight  but  persistent  fall  in  the  per- 
centage of  immunised  children  in  the  town. 

Diphtheria  has  been  subdued  but  not  eliminated  and 
parents  should  not  be  lulled  into  a feeling  of  false  security  by  the 


apparent  absence  of  this  killer  from  their  midst.  Immunisation 
during  the  early  months  of  life,  for  every  baby,  with  a rcfreshei' 
dose  before  the  age  of  five  years  is  the  only  ceidain  guarantee  of 
permanent  freedom  from  diphtheria. 

Protective  immunisation  against  whooping  cough  was 
begun  during  the  year  and  is  available  at  the  Clinics  fur  young 
children  on  request.  Although  the  results  of  this  protection  seem 
quite  promising  the  Ministry  of  Health  is  not  yet  prepared  to 
launch  a propaganda  campaign. 

VERMINOUS  HEADS: 

Everything  I said  on  this  subject  in  my  Report  last  year 
could  be  repeated  here.  There  has  been  no  decrease  in  the  number 
of  infested  heads  detected  at  School  Inspections  during  1952. 
Although  in  many  cases  the  fault  lies  with  the  mothers  and  not 
the  children  it  may  become  necessary  to  display  publicly  in  every 
school  a “dirty  head  list’’  so  that  other  children,  and  teachers  too, 
may  l>e  warned  of  the  menace. 

PUBLIC  WATER  SUPPLY: 

Reference  to  the  table  of  Bacteriological  Examination  of 
Public  Water  Supplies  without  knowledge  of  the  facts  reveals  an 
a]>pa.reutly  alarming  state  of  affairs.  Sixteen  samples  on  six 
difl'erent  days  were  Class  3 and  I,  i.e.  unsatisfactory.  It  should 
b('  noted,  however,  that  eleven  samples  were  tests  from  the  new 
Boi’chole  at  Pollington.  Two  groups  of  bad  tests  from  consumers’ 
taps  can  be  attributed  to  the  disturbances  by  the  new  source. 
From  September  onwards  the  water  supply  regained  it’s  usual 
Class  I status. 

Finally  I wish  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  co-opera- 
tion received  during  1952  from  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Health  and  Sanitation  Committee,  the  Staff  of  the  Health  Depart- 
ment, the  Divisional  Medical,  Nursing  and  Clerical  Staff'  and  the 

Voluntarv  Committee  at  the  Child  "Welfare  Centre.

l.adies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  seventeenth  annual 
leport  upon  the  work  of  the  Housing  and  Sanitary  Sections  of  the 
Pu])lic  Health  Department  and  of  the  sanitary  conditions  existing 
in  the  Borough  during  the  year  1952.  Although  the  report  does 
not  show  any  spectacular  efforts  or  great  improvements,  it  does, 
I hope,  indicate  a steady  and  continual  progress  in  the  fields  of 
food  and  environmental  hygiene. 

HOUSING. 

The  demand  and  need  for  more  houses  is  so  great  that 
one  would  particularly  like  to  report  great  progress  in  this 
direction.  Unfortunately  the  year  1952  can  show  but  little 
progress.  72  new  houses  were  completed  for  the  Council  and  21 
casual  vacancies  took  place  so  that  a total  of  93  houses  became 
available  for  letting.  In  pursuance  of  the.  policy  that  tlie 
Centenary  Road  Hutments  shall  be  vacated  and  demolished  as 
quickly  as  possible,  22  tenant  were  removed  to  other  accommoda- 
tion, the  consecjuence  being  that  of  the  93  houses  available  for 
letting,  only  71  could  be  let  to  tenants  who  were  not  already  being 
lioused  liy  the  Council  thus  : —

Eleven  families  in  Mdiich  there  was  a case  of  tuberculosis  wei-e 
rehoused  and  ten  families  were  rehoused  for  medical  reasons  after 
their  circumstances  had  been  investigated  by  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health.  Twenty  families  who  had  no  separate  home  of  their 
own  were  rehoused  and  twenty-five  families  living  in  hutted 
dwellings  were  transferred  to  houses.  Twenty  three  of  the 
Centenary  Road  Huts  have  now  been  closed,  leaving  seven  still 
occupied.  There  are  approximately  eleven  hundred  applicants  and 
of  those  one  hundred  and  nine  selected  and  approved  applicants 
have  still  to  be  rehoused.  So  far  as  one  can  reasonably  estimate 
it  will  be  Mid- 1954  before  this  list  is  exhausted.  The  new^ 
applicants  during  the  year  totalled  227.  No  problem  gives  the 
responsible  officers  more  concern  than  the  problem  of  housing 
those  families  who  have  no  separate  home  of  their  own  or  whoso 
housing  conditions  are  otherwise  not  satisfactory,  more  particularly 
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wliejj  a family  is  tlireatened  with  eviction  from  such  accommoda- 
1iou  as  it  does  possess.  8o  far  as  the  maintcuaiice  of  existing 
houses  is  concerned,  every  complaint  by  tenants  has  been  invest- 
igated and  where  it  caoi  l)e  reasonal)ly  I'cquired,  tin'  persons  who 
aj'e  7'esponsible  have  had  ^vritten  I'equests  to  execute  the  necessary 
worlds  of  repair  or  of  improvement,  lii  many  instances  formal 
action  liad  to  be  taken  to  enforce  compliance  with  notices  and  in 
a fi'w  instances  the  works  were  carried  out  by  the  Council  in 
default  of  the  owners  and  at  their  expense.  In  forty-cix  instances 
action  was  taken  under  the  aiipropriate  })rovisions  of  the  Housing 
Acts  193d/49  to  secure  the  repair  or  demolition  of  the  houses  con- 
cerned and  the  results  of  that  action  are  shown  in  the  schedule 
below  : —

So  much  has  been  spoken  and  written  regarding  the  existing 
condition  of  house  property  that  it  is  ditticult  to  avoid  Avhat  w'ould 
appear  to  be  platitudinous,  yet  much  wdll  bear  repeating  and 
indeed  must  be  repeated  by  those  who  have  first  hand  knowledge, 
if  any  improvement  in  the  situation  is  to  be  ho])ed  for.  The  facts 
are  so  simple  as  to  be  irrefutable  : — The  majority  of  working 
(dass  dwellings  today  are  let  at  controlled  rents  fixed  at  a 1935) 
level  Ordinary  maintenance  house  repairs  today  cost  from  three 
to  live  times  what  they  did  in  1939.  The  majority  of  such  houses 
ar('  therefore  a liability  and  not  an  asset  to  an  owmer  who  desires 
to  keep  them  in  a proper  state  of  repair.  Because  of  these  simple 
and  indisputable  facts  hundreds  of  houses  in  even  this  small  town 
are  gradually  falling  into  a state  of  irrevocable  ruin.  Unless  some 
means  are  quickly  found  to  arrest  this  decay,  one  of  two  things 
must  inevitably  happen — either  the  tenants  will  have  to  be  re- 
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housed  ill  ex])cnsive  and  heavily  subsidised  houses  provided  by  the 
local  authority  or  the  unfortunate  tenants  arc  going  to  be  living 
under  conditions  C{uite  as  bad  as  anything  that  existed  before  tin* 
first  slum  clearance  drive  in  1930.  It  is  futile  to  try  to  apportion 
blame  for  the  present  set  of  circumstam-es.  All  landlords  are  not 
grasping,  neither  are  they  all  philanthi'opists.  All  tenants  are  not 
destructive,  but  neither  are  the}’"  all  as  careful  as  they  should  be. 
But  until  some  method  has  been  found  whereby  the  good  landlord 
can  properly  maintain  his  property  without  having  to  further 
capitalise  it,  both  good  and  bacl  landlords  and  tenants  are  in  the 
fell  clutch  of  circumstance.  The  outlook  is  not  brightening  when 
1 remind  you  that  in  1933  the  kledical  Oiticer  of  Health  and 
Sanitary  Inspector  made  to  you  a report  upon  housing  conditions 
in  the  Borough  and  made  certain  recommendations  for  remedying 
the  unsatisfactory  conditions  then  existing.  In  1943  I made  to 
you  a report  on  similar  lines  setting  out  the  conditions  existing 
then  and  reminding  you  that  the  whole  of  the  recommendations 
made  iii  1933  had  not  been  carried  out.  Now  in  1953  I have  to 
remind  you  again  that  the  actimi  recommended  to  you  in  1933 
has  not  yet  been  completed  and  the  recommendations  1 made  to 
you  in  1943  have  been  barely  touched  upon. 

FOOD  HYG-IENE. 

The  duty  of  meat  inspection  at  the  public  slaughterhouse 
takes  up  a great  deal  of  time  and  will  occupy  e\'en  more  if  the 
recommendations  of  Memo  3/Meat  are  accepted  and  acted  u])on  by 
the  Council.  No  less  than  14,881  aiiimals  were  dealt  with  at  the 
slaughterhouse,  the  busiest  period  Iieing  Octol)er  when  2701  animals 
were  slaughtered  and  inspected.  Full  details  of  the  meat  con- 
demned on  account  of  disease  are  given  separately  bnt  it  is  of 
interest  to  note  that  in  twenty  se\'en  instances  full  car('ases  and 
offal  were  condemned  for  conditions  which  are  generally  acknow- 
ledged to  be  particularly  dangerous  if  the  llesh  is  consumed  by 
human  beings — septic  mastitis,  septic  metritis,  septic  pericarditis, 
septic  peritonitis,  septic  pneumonia,  joint  ill  and  other  forms  of 
septicaemia,  any  of  which  might  easily  escape  the  untrained  ey('. 

Kegular  routine  visits  to  the  other  food  premises  in  the  analysis 
of  visits  ensures  that  reasonalde  standards  of  (deanliness  are  main- 
tained at  all  times,  while  the  sampling  of  milk,  ice  cream,  and 
drinking  water  has  been  maintained  as  in  past  years.
